There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this Kmitation in the claim. Should this Umitation state "the 
insertion"? 

3. Claims 32, 37 and 42 recite the limitation "the folding line" in line 1 . There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this Umitation in the claim. 

4. Claims 33, 38 and 43 recite the limitation "the structural disparity" in line 1. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

5. Claims 34, 39, and 44 recite the limitation "the opposite direction" in line 3. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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6. Claim 36 recites the limitation "said distal ends" in line 13; "the sliding insertion" in line 
16; and "the clip" in line 17. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this Umitation in the 
claim. 

7. Claim 43 recites the limitation "the clip" in line 4. There is insufficient antecedent basis 
for this limitation in the claim. 

8. Claim 44 recites the Umitation "the clip" in line 3. There is insufficient antecedent basis 
for this Umitation in the claim. 

9. Claims 40 and 45 recite the limitation "the clip" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this Umitation in the claim. 


Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claim 41 is allowed. 

1 1 . Claims 31,36 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S. C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

12. Claims 32-35, 37-40, 42-45 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S. C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include ah of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
